The closest prior art of record, i.e. Henry (US Patent 6,681 ,392), taken alone or 
in combination, fail to teach or fairly suggest at least: installing associated peripheral 
software of peripheral in response to an initialization of the device driver during an 
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installation of the device driver and then completing installation of the device driver as 
recited in independent claims 1, 8, and 14. 

While Henry discloses remotely installing peripheral software including printer 
drivers and utilities by a script with particular options, ultimately Henry does not state 
that the script contains a list of commands to install the utilities in response to an 
initialization of the driver during an installation of the driver and then completing 
installation of the driver.
